Some months ago this column reported the movement started by the ven- 
erable Boston Transcript to draft Calvin Coolidge for the Republican Sena- 
torial nomination in Massachusetts next year. The suggestion was that Sen- 
ator Frederick H. Gillett, former Speaker of the House, would be defeated if 
renominated and that the awesome spectacle thus would be presented of the 
old Bay State having two Democrats in the Senate. 


The Coolidge mevement was held to 
have been inspired by former Senator 
William Morgan Butler, former Chair- 
man of the Republican National Com- 
mittee and distinguished as the Cool- 
idge political mentor, guide and coun- 
sellor.

Walsh, acknowledged Democratic leader 
in Massachusetts, favors the nomina- 
tion of Marcus ‘A. Coolidge, former 
Mayor of Fitchburg and present Trea- 
surer of the Democratic State Commit- 
tee. John F. Fitzgerald, former’ Mayor 
of Boston, and well known. as. “‘Honey 


Fitz” for his singing.of “‘SWeet Adeline,” 


was regarded as the likely“choice of the 
Democrats but is represented now as 
being more desirous of runnin; for 
Governor.

Under modern methods of construc- 
tion three hotels could be erected on 
the site of one of the old-timers, which 
ran to enormous foyers, high ceilings 
and spacious rooms. 

There is considerable specujation as 
to the fate of the unsightly old ram- 
shackle structures on the north side 
of Pennsylvania Avenue on completion 
of the monumental buildings on the 
opposite side of the famous thorough- 
fare from the Capitol to the Treasury 
Building. At present there is an almost 
unbroken string of cheap novelty and 
souvenir shops.. The Fine Arts Com- 
mission. would lke ‘buildings equally 
impressive with the Federal piles, but 
a pretty good guess would be that orice 
thousands of clerks are established in 
the area, cheap cafeterias and lunch 
rooms will predominate. They do now 
around every other Government bulla- 
ing.
